“The following stutistics should fix the status
of ex-General Jubal A. Eerly in this respeot,
whoge lefter to the New York News furnished
you the data for an article published In the
Oresoent of the 6th Instany, in which General
I-‘a&li siates that the forces g_p ed to my com-
m in the Shenandoah ley consisted of
about cight thousaud five hundred muskets,
three battalions of artdllery, and less than three
thousand cavalry,

UAccording to the statement of my Provost
Marshal-General, the numboer of prisoners cap
tured iu the Bhenandoah Valley from Auguast 4,
1864, to March 1, 18656, was aboul 18,000, and the
names of nearly that number are recordod on
the books recently used in the office of the Pro-
vost Marshal-General of the Middle Military
Division. My official records show that my loss
in killed and wounded from August 4, 1864, to
January 1, 1865, was 13,831, and General Eariy's
loss was tully s preat, ir not greater; conse-
quently, we can_sately eftimato his oasunlties at
26,8531 men. 1 also enclose herewith a stutement
by Lieutenant McKee, of the Urited States
Ordoance Corps, exhibiting a hst of one hun-
dred und one picces of told artillery, captured
from General Early's commund, in  the
Shenandoah Valley, from August 4, 1804, to
Japuary, 1865, This statement does not include
six pleces of field artillery captured at Waynes-
boro, four ut Greenwood Station, two at Char-
lottesville, nnd four at South Annsa Bridge, onmy
march from Winchester to Peterabure, during tne
months of Febroary and Maroh, 1865. General
Early's etatement that he had abont one thou-
sand men st Waynesboro, is hard to reconcile
with the fact that over one thousand four hun-
dred men of his command were captured at that
epgagement; and his estimate of my forces is
incorrect, but that may be considered a pardon-
able error. - B . -
